A medium to 
large, yellow, semi-cling, ripening just after Sunrise or approximately 10 
days earlier than Redhaven. A firm, fine textured, productive peach worthy 
on a trial basis commercially as an early Redhaven. 


~ Redhaven 


Medium to large, midseason yellow freestone of high quality, good 
commercial and home peach ripening between Jerseyland and Triogem. 


“Golden Jubilee 


Medium to large, yellow freestone of high quality, productive, and 
hardy. A good early variety for commercial planting as well as for roadside 
sales and home use. 


~ Golden Globe 


A large, firm, yellow freestone of high quality ripening with Triogem 
or just following Jubilee. It is not as hardy in bud as some varieties but 
an attractive high quality commercial variety. 


~? Halehaven 


Medium to large, midseason yellow freestone of high quality and color, 
productive and hardy. A good commercial peach particularly adapted to 
heavier soils. 


” Richhaven 


A new introduction by Stanley Johnston of Michigan resulting from 
a cross of Redhaven and SH 50 (J. H. Hale X Halehaven). A large, 
vigorous, productive tree producing a large, bright colored, round, yellow 
fleshed freestone fruit. A possible substitute for Halehaven where the latter 
becomes too dark to be attractive. Worthy of trial in commercial plantings. 


7 Redglobe 


Medium to large, very firm, midseason, yellow freestone with bright 
ted and yellow skin color, fine texture and good flavor. Released by the 
U.S.D.A. in 1954 after several years of extensive tests. A new variety 
worthy of test. 


+ Midway 
Medium to large, yellow freestone of high quality ripening with and 
just after Goldeneast. It is a good yellow colored peach with blush. 
7 Pacemaker 


A large, firm, yellow variety ripening between MHalehaven and 
Summercrest. The tree and fruit resembles J. H. Hale. Like Hale 
the flower is self-sterile and needs another variety for cross pollination. 


= Redcrest 


A large, firm, yellow, complete freestone which is red all over. It 
ripens with Summercrest and M. A. Blake. Good commercial variety, 
however, may discolor around pit in some seasons. One of the most 
resistant varieties to peach canker. 


_” Redskin 
A University of Maryland introduction ripening with Elberta. A firm 


yellow, freestone with attractive red color and good size, with fine flavor. 
A possible replacement for Elberta. 


= Elberta 


Medium to large, yellow freestone ripening in Central Jersey about 
Labor Day. Universally adapted to soil and environmental conditions. 
The nation’s greatest planted variety. 


> J.H. Hale 
Large, yellow freestone with excellent quality ripening just before 
Elberta. It is tender in the bud. Excellent for home canning. This 
variety is self sterile and needs pollination. 


_. Rio Oso Gem 
A large, firm, yellow freestone ripening about ten days after Elberta. 
Similar in many ways to J. H. Hale. A good commercial variety for 
South Jersey.

7 Wellington 


A promising introduction from the New York Experiment Station. 
A large, early summer, annual bearing, red striped apple showing good 
desert and cooking promise. A possible early summer apple for trial. 
(Limited supply of 1 yr. trees available) 


~ Puritan 


Massachusetts Experiment Station’s introduction of an early McIntosh 
type apple ripening in early August in New Jersey. A large, firm solid 
red apple as grown in Massachusetts. Good quality for dessert and a very 
promising apple for trial. (Only 1 yr. trees available) 


=~ Twenty Ounce 
Summer apple, very large, productive, usually picked green for cooking 
and baking. 
~Opalescent 


A large, very attractive, bright red apple generally harvested between 
Sept. 15 and Oct. 1 in central New Jersey. The trees are productive 
and the fruit generally commands top market prices when ripe. 


+ Summer Rambo 


An attractive, large, late summer apple of good quality. It may be 
harvested when still green and be suitable for cooking. When allowed to 
mature on the tree it develops red stripes and is suitable for both eating 


and cooking. The tree is strong, vigorous with large, thick, leathery leaves. 
It is productive and bears good crops annually. 


-¥ Lobo 


Medium to large red apple, similar to McIntosh but earlier, firmer, and 
hangs well to tree. 


¥ McIntosh 


Medium to large fall apple, red, with a white, crisp, juicy flesh. 


Excellent dessert quality and used for sauce. A well known commercial and 
home variety. | 


| —Cortland 


Large, McIntosh type apple, striped to solid red, a good commercial 
or home variety where McIntosh does well. Stores well and is a good 
eating apple. 


_Stayman Winesap 


Medium to large, red striped, winter apple, of excellent quality for 
cooking and eating, adapted to commercial and home planting. 


~Oregon Scarlet Stayman 
This js one of the most attractive red bud sports of Stayman. It 
originated in Oregon. Other than developing fruit with more and better 
color both tree and fruit are similar to the regular Stayman. 


~ Red Delicious 
Large, red winter apple, of excellent quality for eating, crisp and 
juicy, a good variety for home and commercial planting. 


>=Double Red Delicious 
A ted bud sport of Delicious with all of the good qualities of that 
popular variety. It may be harvested earlier and develops more red color 
than regular Delicious. 


Yellow Delicious 
An attractive, high quality, golden yellow apple. Excellent for cooking 
and eating. 


~ Turley 
A large, attractive, red apple of good quality ready to harvest about a 
week before Stayman. It does not crack like Stayman and develops more red 
color similar to but brighter than Paragon. It is an excellent cooking apple 
and superior to Paragon for eating. It is the most promising substitute 
for Stayman. 


> Rome Beauty 
Large, yellow apple with red stripes, very productive, annual bearer. 
Exceptionally good for cooking and baking and one of the best apples 
for storage. 


7 Red Rome 


A red sport of Rome with alll its characteristics plus the added red color 


> Jerseyred (N. J. No. 1) 
Large red apple producing extra large fruits. Stores exceptionally well 
and has better quality than Rome. It will cook and bake better than Rome. 
For optimum color, do not overfertilize after the tree starts to produce.

A limited number of McIntosh, Stayman, and Delicious are available 
on East Malling IX root stocks. This is a true very dwarf rootstock 
producing a very small tree. These dwarf apples are recommended only 
for back yard planting, where space is a limiting factor. Due to the poor 
root system E.M. IX produces, it is wise to support these trees with a post, 
trellis or against a building. (Only 1 yr. trees available)
